THE GERMAN SAILPLANES. 

The achievement of HENTZEN in the 
glider Vampire in the hills near Wies- 
baden—he remained aloft two hours 
and ten seconds—amazed the profes- 
sional aviators. And well it might. 
They knew that the gliding machines 
of the WricHT brothers could not be 
kept in the air for more than seconds, 
and that not until a petrol motor was 
installed in 1903 was there a flight of 
as much as fifty-nine seconds.” Two 
years were to pass before their plane 
remained aloft for half an hour and 
was driven Awenty-four and a half 
miles. At Wasserkuppe, in the Rhién 
hills, HENTZEN in the ‘Vampire, with 
no motor to whirl a propeller, contrived 
to stay up four times as long as one 
of the Wricuts did in 1905, and at 
the: end HENTZEN glided a distance of 
ten ‘kilometers, a little mbre than six 
miles, before landing. What was ac- 
complished with the motorless flying 
machines in the recent Clermont-Fer- 
rand competitions séems insignificant 
by comparison. The French aviator 
BossoutroT succeeded only in “* fly- 
ing ’’ two minutes and fifty-one sec- 
onds in a Farman monoplane. 

The reason for the German superi- 
ority cannot be found alone in favor- 
ing winds that blew “ from seventeen 
to twenty miles an hour, with occa- 
** sional thirty-mile gusts.” TheFrench 
competitors had wind enough, fifteen 
miles an hour and more. Ht is evident 
‘that the Hanover Institute of Tech- 
nology, where the German gliders are 
made, has evolved important combi- 
nations of planes or wings and oper- 
ating levers. What they are was not 


the flight of MARTENS on Thursday 
(one hour and six minutes) and of 
HENTZEN the following day. * 

It seems to be fundamental that in 
calm air such feats as those af the 
Germans would have been impossible. 
Wind was required: thé more the 
better, short of a gale. If a light motor 
were installed in their ‘‘ gliders,’’ 
ascents. could. be de and actual 
flights effected in a calm. Sailplane, as 
the Germans call the Vampire, seems 
to be.an appropriate name. A dispatch 
from Berlin sheds light upon the de- 
sign. of the machine: 

The Wasserkuppe (technical) schools 
are paying great attention to the prob- 


lem of a motorless airplane designed 
to utilize the wind for going up, for 


. 


comjng down and for motion forward, 
with or against the wind.

DE Lucy, who wrote a great deal 
about the flights of birds and insects 
in -relation to aeronautics... It was 
PEtTTiaREw who pointed out/that the 
2 | wings of flying creatures strike down- 
ward and forward during. the down 
strokes, and upward and’ still for- 
ward (never baekward) during the 
up strokes.

As for-the Russian people them- 
selves, shut away from the rest of 
the »world by an impenetrable wall, 
with no news except .that which the 
Government is pleased to permit them 
to hear, it would be enlightening if 
they could hear the report of a 
competent, disinterested investigating 
committee of their own ‘selection. 
They would hear, to be sure, some- 
thing of the sporadic rough mockeries 
of justice which we call lynchings, 
and of the occasional tong delays in 
justice, lately decried by Chief Jus- 
tice Tarr. They would learn of wide- 
spread strikes, of stupidity or knavery 
in some high places, of hatred: and 
rapine in some low places, of foibles 
and faults and vanities common to 
human kind. But they would find the 
great mass of citizens sober, religious, 
orderly, . literate, industrious,  self- 
individualistic, but- with 
a highly developed social sense and 
with standards of material comfort 
never reached before by whole popu- 
lations. ‘And they would discover 
that the American’ fadical who pre- 
sented to the All-Russian Soviet Con- 
gress the greetings of ‘‘ a soon-to-be 
Soviet America ’’ 
deceived or ‘a downright deceiver of 
others. The true prophets of Amer- 
flea are those who have gone with 
food, clothing and medicines ~to 
Russia, 

If Russia would send an investi- 
gating committee to trace back to 
their sources in fields and homes and 
churches and schools and Legislatures 
the gifts which these representatives 
have borne to the relief of Russia, 
she would more easily find the road 
to her own economic and moral re- 
covery: America should welcome the 
inquiry. It would do both Russia 
and America good.

THE IRISH MADNESS. 

That the civil war in Ireland has 
reached a point of such desperation 
on the part of the rebels against the 
Free State as to call for peace negotia- 
tions is the general conviction. From 
time to time the irregulars have made 
roundabout overtures t6 the. Proc 
Visional Government, but the proper 
reply is always made by Micfaz. 
Cottins that they must lay down 
their arms and promise not to take 
them up again. It has been reported 
that several Irish-Americans have 
been quietly using their good offices 
to bring about a settlement. Thus far 
their efforts have been in vain. In 
vain also appears to have been the 
conciliatory labor of that famous 
Irishman, Mr. G. B, SHaw. After 
spending some time in Ireland, he re- 
tyrns to London in disgust, persuaded 
that lunacy is too pervasive in the 
Emerald Isle for him to make any 
headway against it: England, too, is 
full of crazy men, he admits, but they 
are less harmful than the Republican 
leaders in Ireland, who are ‘‘ contend- 
ing for principle "* with the methods 
of brigands. . 

Particularly incurable did Mr. SHAW 
report DE VALERA to be. It is within 
his power to prevent the massacre of 
Irishmen by Irishmen, but he has not 
enough political genius to avert it. He 
was never intended for politics, ac- 
cording to Suaw, being a man who 
has only ‘literary talents and “a 
dangerous, amorphous ideal.’’ His 
character and activities were, in fact, 
described. pretty accurately more than 
a hundred years ago by the greatest 
Irishman -who ‘ever: lived... EpMuND 
BuRKE wrote: 

Nothing can be conceived more hard 
than the heart of a thoroughbred 
metaphysician. It comes nearer to the 
cold malignity of a wicked spirit than 
to the frailty and passion of a, man. 
* * * Their humanity. is not dis- 
solved; they only give it a long pro- 
rogation. They are ready to declare 
that they do not think two thousand 
years too long a period for the goad 
that they pursue. * * * The geo- 
metricians and the chemists bring, 
the one from the dry bones\of their 
diagrams and the other from the soot 
of their furnaces, dispositions that 
make them worse than . indifferent 
about those feelings and habitudes 
which are the supports of the moral 
world. These philosophers consider 
men in their experiments no more than 
they do mice in an air pump or in a 
recipient of mephitic gas. 

These words were, to be sure, writ- 
ten of ruthless French doctrinaires of 
the eighteenth century, but who can 
deny that they apply perfectly to two 
men of our own tyme? We mean, of 
course, LENIN in Russia and DE Va- 
LERA in Ireland. ‘ 


INDUCEMENTS FOR WORKERS. 

Despite the ill-will and contention 
which characterize the relations be- 
tween most railroads and their work- 
ers, a Vice President of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad speaks publicly of 
a reviving spirit of cordial relation- 
‘** ship and co-operation between man- 
“ agement and employés.” In fact, 
from the point of operation results, 
the public would not know that there 
was a shopmen's strike on the Penn- 
sylvania. It is operating, under a 
policy of agreement with its workers. 
One or two~minor railroa are at- 
jterapting to do the same, but the 
Pennsylvania is the great éxample, 
proving that it is easier and better to 
induce workers to work than to try to 
compel them to sby putting “ teeth ” 
into laws. , 

Bffective July 16, the Pennsylvania 
announced its agredment with 140,000 
workers, the shopmen heading the * 
as follows: :

It is noticeably, too; that the Governor 
andthe other advocates of industrial- 
izing the prisons realize that not all con- 
victs can be benefited in this way, that 
some of them are irremediable defec- 
tives, cannot be made-self-supporting \by 
honest labor and never can be trusted 
with liberty.

To the Editor of The New Ycrk Times: 

If the movement to reduce the number of 
pupils in the evening classes made up of -for- 
eigners to twenty and to raise the pay of 
teachers from $3.90 a session to $5 will se- 
cure better instruction than has been given in 
the past, let it be done by.al: means. In thé 
last six years I have tutored * foreigners ⸗ 
my books showing that I have had in the 
neighborhood of 200 pupils—of whom the ma- 
jority had tried the city evening schools... 1 
can recall but two of this pumber who had 
anything good to say of the instruction they 
received. One young man expressed the opin- 
ion of most .of them when ue said that the 
New York ‘evening school was the greatest 
disappointment of his iife. ~1 thought and 
dreamed of what. I was to learn after I got 
to America,"’ he said; “‘ and what.a different 
thing did I find from ‘what I had pictured! "’ 

I gather that there is an- indifference on 
the part of some of the teachers, an Hll-con- 
cealed conterapt on the part of some, and— 
worst of ail in its effects—the tendency to 
treat * like children. One man said to 
hme: “‘ The teacher I had sp2nt nearly half 
of many periods in talking patriotism to us. 
Ivdid not need it; most of us did not.’ : 

It is evident that the majority of these eve- 


ning school teachers do not realize that some 


of these men and women are faz their sup>- 
riors, well educated in theif own tongues. 
Teachers who cannot lisp a syllable except 
their own English look down upon the Euro- 
pean, who perhaps can Speak three or four 
languages ard is trying to master a fifth! 

I am giving the thought of tifose who have 
complained to me about conditions in the 
evening schools of this city, and in part tne 
very words they used. Is not something radi- 
cally wrong?

The Duty on Potash. 
To the Editor 6f The'New York Nmes: 

The Senate last ‘week rejected a duty on 
potash passed by. the House, and by a 
vote of 32 to 30 defeated the bounty on 
potash presented “bythe Senate committee 
in substitution. This is practically the 
death warrant of the American potash in- 
dustry, as on account of the rate of ex- 
change few, if. any, of the American pro- 
ducers will be able to compete with the 
foreigner. 

Potash is essential as a plant food and an 
important ingredient in jhe manufacture of 
ammunition and certain chemicals, such as 
dyes, &c. Before the war Amreica did not 
produce any potash and during the war 
the German Government put. an. embargo 
on the export of potash. During the war 
America began to develop her own potash 
| resources, which, according to the Washing- 
ton Geological Survey, are large enough to 
supply the consumption of the United States 
for several~hundred years. In five years 
the American industry reached a produc- 
tion of 50,000.tons of pure potash. 

The proposed duty on potash, which was 
a temporary tariff covering five years, be- 
gifining .with 2% cents. per pound and de> 
creasing in the last year to 1 cent per 
pound, would have cost but a small amount 
to the individual farmer, as the duty. would 
not have increased his cost more than 1-5 
of_a cent a pound of cotton, 3-10 of a cent 
of a-pound of tobacco a about 2 cents 
on a bushel of potatoes.
